If this is true in fact it should become a law; if it is untrue it should 
be defeated. .Theory is one thing, but actual observation and experi- 
ence are better. When prohibition was submitted to a vote of the 
people of Texas, I voted for it in good faith. I have faithfully 
endeavored to enforce prohibition laws of the United States prevail- 
ing in the Indian Territory in my jurisdiction. I have had the assistance o£ competent and faitmul 
district attorneys and marshals, excellent grcnd and petit juries, in fact, everything that could be 
ee«ired to make the law cCTr •' •-. if It could be made so. My experience has taught me that it is 
lolly to believe for a moment 
--:n be successfully prohibited.

"c:: of perjury. It bv.ilds up feuds locally, wh.Ji frequently 


result in personal conflicts, arid '.:i ^o.nc ir.ctances murder is the result.

OTWITHSTANDING the rigid prosecution of the traffic it b unabated; in fact, if any differ-

ence, increases. Feuds < .'.\'.~ in cacl: neighborhood, growing out of prosecuticns ^for viola- 


tions of the prohibitory law. P. -jury becomes common and the other offenses htretorore men- 
tioned are only incidents connected 'with this question. The evil is not repressed in the slightest 
degree, and the other evils above named are inflicted upon society in addition thereto. It may be 
said that this is peculiar to the Inc.ai. t ou:::tiy. I think not. Jt is due solely to the fact that the 
people regard it as a matter of t=i>te ^ to v.-!:~t they eat and drink, anil human nature is the same 
everywhere under similar conditions. 
"IVf Y EXPERIENCE is thai pror.iLkory laws do not prohibit; that tl.ey do no good, but tc the 


•*• •* contrary they are extremely huitful. There is but one answer to this, and it is that you 


cannot legislate successfully upon what men regard as a matter of taste. When legislation trenches 
upon taste the citizen will violate tr.c law with impunity, and in so doing hr dots nt,'. regard him- 
self as a criminal. 


<£\\T HEREVEft local option exists: you will find lawless persons who will sell to zny and every- 


• • body wherevei they can, not respecting minority or other conditions. The courts will be 


flooded with prosecutions, and there will be but few Lonvicticns and the expense will be very large. 


"TTNDER the license system, where the man who seiis is under bond, young men under age 


*^ 
will be protected, not entirely, but to a great extent; but when local option carn-s every 


evasion and subterfuge will be resorted to, and where the party is pu. suing an illegal business, ahd 
for money, he will sell to minors and all others alike without the responsibility of a solvent bond, by 
•which he could be forced to answer in dama?es. 


<f1 HAVE the greatest respect for the opinion of all people on this question, whether they think ais

I do or otherwise, but this is a matter of moment to our people, and I simply state the above 


factr as my opinion, based upon my observation of this question, even when backed by the United
